Heinbaugh was listed in satisfactory condition in the hospital this 
morning Authorities said a slug apparently from a 22 caliber handgun 
had entered his back between the shoulder blades and lodged near a 
lung 
Jailed was the stepson, Phillip Graeff Graeff surrendered to 
deputies this morning in St Mary’s Episcopal Church at 209 E. Central 
Ave , where he had gone reportedly to consult with the Rev Stuart 
Fitch. Graeff reportedly gave the deputies a loaded .22 caliber 
automatic handgun 
Deputies went to the Heinbaugh home shortly before 2 p.m. 
yesterday in answer to a call to aid a badly injured person. Heinbaugh 
was found walking around his living room bleeding profusely from a 
gunshot wound in the back. His wife Dorothy was also there, but 
Graeff had fled reportedly carrying a handgun with him 
A widespread search was launched south and east of Mission Hills 
near La Purisima Mission — an area where the young man reportedly 
often hiked 
The initial search gave way to a fullscale operation after dark by the 
Lompoc Search and Rescue Team of the sheriff’s department Chet 
Waite, a pilot and from Lompoc Airport, also participated with his 
plane. 
Sheriff 's officials were preparing to resume the search this morning 
in rugged terrain near the mission when a report came that the 
suspect had surrendered 
Graeff was booked in the sheriff’s Santa Maria Jail. 


S1.9 million windfall 
received by district 


Lompoc Unified School District 
has received a windfall of $1.9 
million from the state as a result of 
a 
superior 
court 
ruling 
that 
unfreezes money impounded since 
1965. 
Word 
of 
the 
decision 
was 
announced today by Joseph Carlin, 
district business manager. Carlin 
said the Los Angeles Superior Court 
made the ruling last month, but an 
appeal by the state had stalled 
delivery of the money. 
An estimated half million dollars 
a year was withheld by the state 
from state aid monies because the 
district was receiving money from 
the 
federal 
government 
under 
Public Law 874. The impounded 
money represented about25 percent 
of the normal allotment of state aid 
in the years 1965-66, 1966-67, and 
1967-68. In addition to the allotment 
itself, the district will receive seven 
per cent interest for the money over 
that period of time. 
Carlin said it was uncertain what 
the school board would use the 
money for, but that a number of high 
priority projects have been held in 
abeyance because of lack of money.

A police spokesman said one 
woman was killed and 39 persons, 
including seven children in their 
sub-teens, were injured in the blast 
Wednesday 
at 
London’s 
most 
popular tourist sight. Four of the 
wounded were American girls. A 
child’s foot 
was blown off. 
A 
youngster was blinded. 
Scotland Yard warned of more 
blasts against tourist attractions 
following Wednesday’s bombing at 
the historic Tower of London, which 
contains the crown jewels and a 
world-famous collection of armor 
and weapons. 
Detectives 
tentatively 
blaming 
the IRA said an American girl 
filming the tower might provide a 
key clue to the identity of the 
terrorists. 
Police said the single fatality was 
a British woman, but that most of 
the wounded were foreign tourists.

St. Clair told reporters before

the committee s staff the past six 
months, 
there 
is 
no case 
for 
impeachment. 


He 
still 
feels 
the 
Watergate 
allegations against Nixon to be “ of 
primary importance,” he said, but 
he would aim his defense at all of 
the allegations, including the ITT 
case, milk producers’ contribution 
and the plumbers activities. 
St. Clair said he had not discussed 
his planned defense with Nixon. “ It 
is a lawyer’s function to argue a 
case and I intend to do so,” he said. 
The committee will hold a series 
of closed briefings, including one 
Saturday, to weigh the thousands of 
pages of evidence and testimony 
leading to a decision next week 
whether it should recommend to the 
full House that Nixon be impeached.

Lompoc Valley has been variously a 
sandy plain, a lake and finally a 
fertile valley that produces rich 
agricultural products. 
The latter condition is what we 
know today, but oldtimers and some 
not all that old are mindful of an 
everpresent fact of life: The waters 
of the Santa Ynez River and the 
runoff from a thousand mountain 
slopes seem always to be trying to 
take back the territory that once 
was theirs. 
Some of all this will be the topic of 
tomorrow night’s dinner meeting in 
the 
Lompoc 
V a lle y 
Club 
commemorating 
the 
thirtieth 
anniversary of Lompoc Resource 
Conservation District. 
Thirty years ago World War II 
was stiil under way. Lompoc Valley 
was a rural community of only a few 
thousand persons. There was one 
high school, one junior high school 
and a collection of small elementary 
school districts serving the valley. 
Vandenberg Village, Mission Hills 
hadn’t 
come 
into 
being. 
In 
retrospect, 
times 
looked easier 


then, but there were problems to 
solve. The memory of a devastating 
flood was Iresh in the minds of a 
group of farmers and businessmen 
who met to map a plan for action 
The participants were tired of 
having their land denuded by floods 
every few years. 
Lompoc 
Soil 
Conservation 
District — now Lompoc Resource 
Conservation District - came into 
being thanks to federal funding of 
the U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
and a willingness to levy a local 
property tax Initially the district 
excluded the confines of the city, but 
later 
as 
the 
city 
boundaries 
expanded, property on the edges 
came within the district — which 
incidentally runs from Cachuma 
Lake in the east, west to the ocean 
and 
to 
the 
tops of 
the 
hills 
overlooking Lompoc* Valley 
So critical was the local need that 
congress gave top funding priority 
to the Santa Ynez River Flood 
Prevention Project — one of only 
two west of the Rocky Mountains to 
be 
authorized. 
First 
actual 
construction came in 1951 with the 
Cebada-Purisima 
Subwatershed 
Project, located generally northeast 


of 
Lompoc; 
then 
in 
1952 
the 
Miguelito project, south of the city 
to 
carry 
flood 
waters 
along 
Miguelito Channel to the Santa Ynez 
River; the Santa Rita project in 
1956; the Cemetery project in 1960 
and finally in 1963 the Rodeo-San 
Pasqual project, west of the city.

He said he has received reports 
that Greek military forces “ are 
arriving in the island by air and 
sea.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A high 
FBI official handed an assistant 
attorney 
general secret wiretap 
records in July, 1971, for fear J 
Edgar Hoover might use them to 
blackmail President Nixon as he had 
“ used 
wiretap 
information 
to 
blackmail other Presidents ” 
The story came to light today in 
five volumes of evidence published 
by the House Judiciary Committee 
before it begins debate next week on 
whether Nixon’s conduct in office 
warrants impeachment. 
The new evidence traces how 
political spying developed in the 
White 
House —using the same 
personnel and techniques —from 
elaborate 
machinery set up to 
combat news leaks of sensitive 
national security matters. 
So deep was Nixon’s concern with 
the leaks, a newly published tape 
transcript shows, that at one time he 
considered ordering lie detector 
tests 
for 
400,000 
government 
workers who had “ top secret” 
clearance. 
But the big surprise in the 2,314 
pages of evidence came in a sworn 
statement given FBI agents on May 
10, 1973, by Robert Mardian, the 
former assistant attorney general 
and once a high official in the Nixon 
re-election campaign. Mardian has 
been indicted in the Watergate 
cover-up conspiracy. 
Mardian 
told 
how 
William 
Sullivan, Hoover’s deputy at the 
FBI, came to him in July, 1971, and 
said he feared he was going to be 
fired because of policy differences 
with Hoover. 
Sullivan said he wanted to give 
Mardian wiretaps ordered by Henry 
A. Kissinger after news had leaked 
out about the U.S. fallback position 
in the strategic arms limitation 
talks (SALT). 
“ He 
said 
this 
was 
wiretap 
information and that, in his opinion, 
Mr. Hoover could not be entrusted 
with this information,” the FBI 
report said. Mardian first expressed 
reluctance 
to 
talk 
about 
the 
incident, it noted. 
“ Mr. 
Sullivan 
continued 
the 
conversation, 
saying 
that 
Mr. 
Hoover 
had 
used 
wiretap 
information 
to 
blackmail 
other 
presidents of the United States and 
was afraid that he could blackmail 
Mr. Nixon with this information. 
“ Mr. 
Sullivan 
reiterated 
his 
request 
of 
Mr. 
Mardian 
to 
personally contact the President of 
the United States and to pass along 
Mr. 
Sullivan’s 
information 
and 
request.” 
There was no elaboration from 
Mardian in the statement about 
Sullivan’s view that Hoover had 
blackmailed 
presidents. 
But 
Hoover, who had held the FBI 
directorship since the 1920s, had 
long been regarded before his death 
as potentially one of the most 
E 
owerful 
men 
in 
Washington 
ecause of his access to all the FBI 
secrets. 
In the statement, Mardian told the 
FBI he subsequently learned “ that 
this wiretap was ordered by Dr. 
Henry Kissinger on behalf of the 
President.” 
Mardian went to John N. Mitchell, 
long a close associate, and a short 
time later was ordered to take the 
White House shuttle plane to San 
Clemente, Calif. 
The next morning, he said, Nixon 
ordered him to take the wiretap data 
from Sullivan — and then make sure 
that it matched information already 
in the White House.

Reservist finds job rewarding

Kelly Connell likes the 
guvs 
he 
work? 
with 
— 
policemen 
Connell. 23. is a reservist 
for 
the 
Lompoc 
Police 
Department and has been on 
the force for eight months. 
He 
says 
his 
fellow 
policemen are the “ best 
bunch of guys” he’s ever 
worked with 
“ Everyone is dedicated to 
his job. 
says Connell. Not 
only are the people the 
greatest, believes Connell, 
but the job is exciting as 
well. 
“ The 
job 
is 
self- 
satisfying. I look forward to 
it 
It's 
really 
exciting. 
There s always something I 
can learn.“ Connell relates. 
The 
reservist 
usually 
works a swing shift — from 
7 p m to 4 a m. That’s in 
addition to his duties as the 
manager of the Santa Maria 
Radio Shack. Last Friday, 
Connell worked the swing 
shift again and shared some 
of his thoughts until four in 
the morning: 
After patroling Lompoc 
beginning at 7 p.m. Friday 
night. Connell came back to 
the station at midnight to 
pick 
up 
a 
person 
who 
wanted to ride along until 
the end of the shift. Connell 
introduced himself as Kelly 
and welcomed the rider 
along. 
Kelly started the next 
part of his shift by checking 
out the car — seeing if any 
weapons or drugs had been 
left in the patrol car from 
an arrest in a previous shift. 
The reservist told his ride- 
along partner that their 
patrol would be used as a 
back-up unit. 
He explained that when 
other units were called to 
the scene of a fight, or some 
arrest, they would be called 
to give assistance to the 
officer in charge. 
Over the car radio came a 
call regarding a red Valiant 
auto that was being chased 
by another patrol car Kelly 
got the call and raced to the 
direction of the fleeing auto. 
But sometimes things don’t 
work out as planned. 
As Kelly and his ride- 
along approached the area 
of the speeding car, a train 
passed by and cut off the 
patrol car from the line of 
pursuit. Other officers had 
been a bit more lucky with 
the tram but still failed to 
catch the fleeing vehicle. 
After that episode Kelly 
returned 
to 
his 
regular 
patrol — which isn’t regular 
at all He thinks that each 
patrolman 
has 
special 
details to check out and 
Kelly likes to check up on 
the back entrances of retail 
businesses. 
Other- than 
that, 
the 
domain of Lompoc is his 
patrol area. 
Kelly tells his ride-along 
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K ELLY CONNELL, Lompoc Police reservist, sits in squad 
car and reports back to the station. Connell has been on the 
force for some eight months and is usually assigned the 
swing shift on weekends. 7 p.m. to 4 a m 


that he’s still pretty young 
and 
he 
can 
understand 
young people drinking. He 
says "Everybody raises, a 
little hell now and then." 


But one thing that Kelly 
doesn t like is when young 
people start driving under 
the influence. 
The reservist continues 
his 
patrol 
through 
the 
streets of Lompoc. He pulls 
down an alley. He sees three , 
pre-teens walking toward 
him and asks “ how’s it 
going?” 
One of the three youths 
answers 
they 
were 
returning home after a night 
at the movies. Kelly tells 
the youths that sounds fine 
and continues on his patrol. 
Back on the streets again 
Kelly 
starts 
answering 
questions from his curious 
ride-along 
friend. 
The 
veteran of eight months of 
serving 
the 
Lompoc 
community starts talking 
about 
the 
respect 
of 
policemen. 
Kelly 
thinks 
that 
in 
general 
Lompoc 
citizens 
have a good deal of respect 
for its police officers. He 
adds certain groups will 
automatically respect or not 
respect 
policemen, 
but 
doesn't define which groups. 
The ride-along asks about 
the rifle that is locked in a 
case on the front seat and 
wonders if the policeman 
has ever used it. 
“ Only on the range. I hope 
I never have to use it,” 
answers Kelly. 
The conversation between 
the ride-along and Kelly 
turns to somewhat lighter 
topics. 
Kelly 
says 
the 
busiest time he has is from 2 
a.m. to 2:30 a.m. That’s 
when the bars close down 
and drinkers pile into their 
cars and try to make it 
home in one piece. 
Kelly tries to establish a 
driving 
pattern 
of 
a 
motorist to see if the driver 
may be drinking under the 
influence of alcohol. Once 
he sees a driver weaving 
between lanes and speeding 
up 
and 
slowing 
down 
alternately, the officer will 
pull the driver to the side of 
the road. 
The 
patrolman’s 
first 
move, according to Kelly, is 
to ask for the registration 
and the individual’s drivers 
license. This is standard 
procedure for all stops. 
If the odor of alcohol is 
fairly heavy the officer will 
ask the driver to take a few 
simple tests. Kelly likes to 
give the possible offender 
the benefit of the doubt and 
will go through the test to 
show the driver exactly 
what he wants. 
“ I like to treat people the 
same way I would like to be 
treated,’ 
Kelly tells the 
ride-along. 
The 
reservist 
says that the motorist has 
every right that the officer 
has. 
Around 1:30 a m. things 
start to get slow. The officer 
and the ride-along check the 
parking lot of Ryon Park for 
the third time. The ride- 


along 
asks 
what 
Kelly 
thinks 
about 
the 
police 
programs on television. The 
officer says that some of the 
programs 
really 
portray 
police life as it is, while 
others 
are 
a 
complete 
distortion of reality. 
Kelly sometimes wonders 
whether the people really 
believe some of the untruths 
that Hollywood puts out. 
But 
television 
is 
the 
source of at least one funny 
incident. Kelly is a regular 
viewer 
of 
“ Adam-12.” 
Knowing 
this 
his-wife 
bought him an Adam-12 T- 
shirt, 
lunch 
box 
and 
thermos 
for 
Christmas. 
Kelly says he made a big hit 
at the station when he 
walked 
in clutching the 
lunch box and wearing the 
shirt. 
After another long period 
of waiting there’s a call for 
assistance at a bar. There 
seems to be a fight and 
Kelly rushes over to Ocean 
Ave. to see what he can do 
The officer in charge tells 
him to stay in the general 
area. Kelly continues on 
patrol 
and 
stops 
a 
motorcyclist for having a 
taillight 
out. 
The 
youth 
receives a warning. 
As the ride-along and the 
officer continue on their 
journey through the streets 
and alleys of Lompoc, Kelly 
says that he stops people for 
their own safety. He says 
something about how slick 
the streets are because of 
the fog and then turns silent 
for awhile. 
Around 
3:30 
a.m. 
the 
patrolman asks his ride- 
along friend if he thinks the 


patrol is boring. Between 
yawns and thoughts of a 
warm bed the ride-along 
says that indeed it is boring. 
Kelly spies a driver who 
looks like he’s drunk and 
speeds 
after 
him. 
The 
motorist turns the corner 
and enters a parking lot of 
an apartment. By the time 
the officer gets there the 
man is leaving his car and 
walking up the stairs to his 
apartment. 
Kelly tells his ride-along 
that maybe it’s better the 
driver is off the streets and 
home rather than in the 
middle of the process of 
being arrested. 
The shift is almost over 
and Kelly tells the ride- 
along that he has to be at 
work at the Radio Shack by 
9 a.m. By this time boredom 
has set in for the ride-along. 
A stalled truck on South H 
Street 
breaks 
up 
the 
monotony.

trombone, 
behaves like an out of tune

innocent girl. 
They are all so unworthy 
of concern, especially in 
this story which contains all

Marx 
brothers’ movie.

Extortionist captured 
after killing hostages

employe 
extorted 
$50,000 
from a Miami industrialist 
and his wife Wednesday and 
then killed them with a 
burst of rifle fire before 
being hunted down by police 
at 
the 
edge 
of 
the 
Everglades. 
Police said Sydney Gans, 
64, and his wife, Lillian, 60. 
were 
killed 
with 
a 
semiautomatic rifle fired by 
Thomas 
Knight, 
23, 
a 
worker at Gans’ bag and 
paper company plant. 
The couple was shot in 
their car on a dirt road 25 
miles southwest of Miami. 
Police said Knight fled into 
a jungle-like thicket where 
he was captured several 
hours later following one of 
the most massive manhunts 
in the city’s history. 
Police 
said 
Knight 
abducted Gans at gunpoint 
outside his plant about 8:30 
a m Wednesday and forced 
him to drive to his luxury 
home 
on 
an 
island 
in 
Biscayne 
Bay 
where he 
picked up Mrs. Gans. Then, 
they drove to 
the City 
National Bank in downtown 
Miami. 
As Mrs. Gans and the 
gunman circled the block, 
Gans withdrew $50.000 and 
called Kenneth Whittaker 
special agent in charge of 
the Miami FBI office. 
"He said he wanted to pay 
the money," Whitaker said 
"He said the man had a 
machine gun and he felt like 
he meant business. " 


As Gans emerged from 
the bank, agents trailed the 
yellow Mercedes by car and 
helicopter to the jungle-like 
area on the edge of the 
Everglades where the auto 
stopped along a canal. 
Gans and his wife were 
shot in the car with bullets 
from the .30 caliber rifle 
that 
shattered 
the 
car 
window on the driver’s side 
and spattered the victims’ 
blood on the brown leather 
upholstery. 
"It appeared he intended 
to 
kill 
his hostages all 
along," Whitaker said 
More than 200 policemen 
and federal agents quickly 
surrounded the area after 
the gunman 
stuffed 
the 
$50,000 into his shirt and fled 
into the underbrush which 
Whitaker said he apparently 
knew well.

Ham and Cheese Entree 


6 slices cooked ham (large enough to fold 
over) 
3 ozs. Parmesan cheese, grated 
3ozs. butter 
2 ozs plain flour 
Vz pint plus 4 this, dry white wine 
2 small onions, chopped 
6 mushrooms, sliced 
4 ozs pork sausage meat 


Melt 1 l/z ozs ( Vz) butter in pan, add flour and 
mix. Remove from heat and add wine gradually. 
Return to heat for a few minutes; remove again 
and add Parmesan cheese. Keep warm. (Sauce 
should be thick, like a roux.) Melt remainder of 
butter in a pan and add onion; cook until 
transparent but not brown. Add mushrooms and 
sausage meat, cooking about 10 minutes. Add to 
cheese sauce. Put about a tablespoon of mixture 
on each ham slice and fold over. Put ham slices 
in heated casserole and cover. Heat in moderate 
oven 350, or keep warm. Serve hot. Serves six. 


Portuguese Pot Roast 


4 lbs. beef eye or rump 
2 cups red wine 
Juice of Vz lemon 
6 tbsp olive oil 
2 cloves of garlic, finely chopped 
(or 
equivalent garlic powder) 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. paprika 
Vz tsp. freshly ground black pepper 
2 bay leaves 
2 cloves 
1 tbsp. flour 


Marinate beef overnight in red wine, lemon 
juice and 2 tbsp. olive oil, flavoured with garlic, 
salt, paprika, freshly ground black pepper, bay 
leaves and cloves. Drain, reserving the juices. 
Brown meat in a heatproof casserole in the 
remaining olive oil. Add marinade juices. Cover 
casserole; cook in a slow oven (325 degrees) for 
2Vz hours. Uncover casserole; baste with pan 
juices and continue to cook until meat is tender 
about 30 minutes. 
To serve: Remove beef to a heated dish and 
keep warm. Thicken pan juices with flour; 
correct seasoning and strain. Pour a little sauce 
over meat, serve remaining sauce separately. 
Pan Barbequed Steak 


2 lbs. round steak (IV 2 to 2 ins. thick) cut into 
serving pieces 
Vz tsp. salt 
Vz tsp. pepper 
3tbsp. shortening 
1-3 cup onion, chopped fine 
1-3 cup celery, chopped fine 
Vz clove garlic, grated 
2 tbsp. brown sugar. 
2 tsp. prepared mustard 
2 tbsp. Worcestershire sauce 
2 tsp. lemon juice 
Dash of Tabasco sauce 
1 can (1 V\ cups) tomato soup 
Sprinkle steak with salt and pepper, pound 
thoroughly. Melt shortening in heavy saucepan 
or skillet. Brown steak, onion, celery and garlic 
in hot fat. Add remaining ingredients and cover. 
Cook in skillet at low heat, or in oven at 350 
degrees for about 2 hours, or until tender. 
Double all the sauce ingredients for more 
barbecue sauce. Serve over rice or mashed 
potatoes.

WASHINGTON <UPI) - 
The 10-gallon limits and “ no 
gas today” signs of last 
summer will be back next 
month 
if 
American 
motorists decide to go on an 
unrestrained 
summer 
driving spree, according to 
a congressional report 
The 
Senate 
Interior 
Committee 
released 
a 
report Wednesday prepared 
by the Library of Congress, 
looking at the rest of the 
year's gasoline availability. 
“ Demand remains the key 
to the situation,” the report 
said. 
“ In 
spite 
of 
the 
increased supplies available 
as a result of the lifting of 
the (Arab oil) embargo, 
there will not be sufficient 
gasoline on hand to satisfy 
all of the potential demand 


for gasoline, 
“ Because of the continued 
tightness in supply, although 
much improved over the 
first quarter of 1973, the 
situation 
will 
require 
continuation of conservation 
measures 
adopted 
last 
winter. If the public returns 
to 
unrestrained 
driving, 
shortages could recur.” 
The 
report 
said 
conservation 
during 
January 
through 
March 
amounted to 18 per cent of 
demand but that drivers did 
not do as well in April, 
saving only 3 4 per cent of 
normal demand.

drive to place 15 initiatives

The proposed initiatives

establish a state lottery, 
impose a 5 per cent tax on 
retail purchases made on 
credit, permit only the state 
to sell liquor and repeal the 
10-cent per pack excise tax 
on cigarettes. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown 
Jr. 
Wednesday 
said 
the 
initiative sponsors, Patrick 
H. O’Shaughnessy and Ms. 
Bunny Roth, have until Dec. 
6 to collect sufficient voter 
signatures 
to 
place 
the 
measures 
on 
the 
next 
statewide ballot after the 
November general election. 
The deadline for qualifying 
measures for the November 
ballot has passed. 


Brown said the sponsors 
received the official titles 
and summaries of their 
proposals and now can seek 
signatures. 
Most of 
the 
measures require 520,806 
signatures. 
One proposal requiring 
325.405 signatures to qualify 
for the ballot would freeze 
prices charged for food 
services, interest rates on 
loans and sale or rental of 
personal 
property. 
If 
passed, it would proh.bit a 
business 
from 
charging 
higher than the lowest price 
charged on the items during 
this 
year, 
with 
certain 
exceptions. 
Another measure would 
charge 
persons, 
corporations, 
trusts 
and 
partnerships a special 15 per 
cent excise tax on incomes 
in excess of $25,000.

In their zeal for efficiency the 
r e o r g a n i z e r s 
p r o p o s e d 
t h e 
elim ination of some 120 boards and 
c o mmi s s i o n s . 
Som e 
we r e 
reg u la to ry 
and 
o th ers 
w ere 
advisory. Those which overlapped 
or duplicated probably should have 
been phased out along with some 
which were m erely advisory. But 
caught in the sweep was the Public 
Health 
Board, 
whose 
m em bers, 
appointed by the governor, were 
m edical 
men 
of 
stature. 
They 
served 
for 
token 
pay, 
hardly 
covering their expenses let alone 
their tim e. 
The board was charged with the 
adoption of regulations to protect 
the public health and dealt with 


m atters, mostly so technical that 
only 
those 
trained 
in 
medical 
sciences understood their import. 
Nevertheless, the laws they passed 
had the sam e authority as those 
enacted by the legislature with the 
governor’s approval. 


Elim ination of the board has 
placed this awesome power for 
lawmaking in the hands of the 
Director of Health who can now 
adopt laws not subject to anyone’s 
review and without even a public 
hearing. In opposing the board’s 
abolition, Dr. F. Harold Johnson, 
MD., 
a board m em ber, declared 
“ There is a need for an appointive 
board because government is too 
unresponsive and such a 
board 
would 
ensure 
that 
bureaucracy 
would be accountable.” 


Another 
board 
m em ber, 
Dr. 
William C. Herrick, M.D., explained 
“ That by this mechanism the people 
of California will have something to 
say (about regulations) rather than 
one individual having everything to 
say.” And Dr. Louis F. Saylor, 
M.D., a form er director of the 
departm ent, 
cam e 
out 
in 
full 
support of a board “ with entire 
regulatory responsibilities for the 
whole field of health. As a long tim e 
bureaucrat, both in federal and 
state 
service, 
I 
share 
your 
suspicions 
of 
the 
bureaucratic 
ingenuity 
and 
ability 
to 
think 


through a problem to the best 
interest of everyone concerned.’ 


When the legislature woke up to 
the fact that the powers they had 
given to a board were now being 
shifted to one man, they reacted. A 
bill creating a new Commission on 
He a l t h 
wa s 
s p o n s o r e d 
by 
Assemblyman 
Gene 
Chappie, 
a 
Republican, and Senate President 
Pro Tern Jam es Mills and Senator 
George Moscone, both Democrats. 


Still, in the face of the advice of 
his 
m edical 
p eers 
and 
the 
formidable 
opposition 
of 
the 
legislature, Dr. E arl Brian, the 
young physician who Reagan had 
named to head the mammoth Health 
and Welfare Agency persisted in his 
desire to be free of a regulatory 
board and resisted the Chappie bill. 
Brian’s departure to launch an 
unsuccessful attem pt at elective 
office, cleared the way and the 
Chappie bill moved through the 
Assembly and the Senate policy 
com m ittee but got hung up in Senate 
Finance where it lies dormant. 
The issue remains. Should the 
legislature in delegating lawmaking 
powers, perm it such power to rest in 
the hands of one man? Or should 
those powers be vested in a board 
composed of m em bers selected so 
as to provide broad, diverse and 
expert 
judgem ent 
in 
regulating 
public health m atters?
